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GOING AND COMING: Some lineup changes are in tle offing at Marvel, Plans are still 


' tentative, but it looks like this fall will see the cancellation of four reprint and two new- 


material titles. It’s like this,” says Jim Shooter, Marvel editor-in chief,‘ our optimum 
number of books is around thirty. Right now we have thirty-seven titles. Nothing is 
selling really terribly, but new titles keep creeping into the lineup, so we're paring back 
a little. Then we'll be back to a comfortable number and new titles will creep in again 
and the cycle will probably repeat itself. That’s how it always seems to go.” The books 
being axed are (probably, as of this writing) Amazing Adventures, Marvel’s Greatest, 
Tales to Astonish, Fantasy Masterpieces, Man-Thing and Machine Man. Replacements 


of a sort have already been scheduled for the last two titles, as Daredevil and Power 


Man/Iron Fist will be promoted from bi-monthly to monthly status. Ka-Zar is definitely 
scheduled to replace Amazing Adventures and there is an extremely likely chance that 
a James Bond book (see below) will make its way into the lineup in the future. The 
increased popularity of both Power/Fist and Daredevil in recent months has been due, 
says Shooter, to a combination of “‘enthusiasm and good work”’ on the part of the 
creative teams associated with those books. In the case of Daredevil, Frank Miller, the 
brilliant new penciler and sometime co-plotter, can take most of the credit for reviving 
the feature, Miller has begun to show talent as a writer too — he has completed a five 
page “‘Secrets of .. .”” feature and submitted a plot for the book which met with such 
enthusiasm from editors Denny O’Neil and Jim Shooter that he will be scripting it as 
well. With the title going monthly, scripter Roger McKenzie will no longer be the 
writer. McKenzie, who has been said to have deadline trouble on occasion, will not be 
assigned to any other feature on a permanent basis. Until a new “permanent” scripter 
is found for Daredevil, fill-in issues by Jim Shooter, Denny O’Neil and Frank Miller 
will be run. 


CLIVE RESTON’S FATHER MAY GET OWN COMIC: Negotiations are in progress 
which will result in Marvel’s gaining the right to publish a comic devoted to the 
adventures of James Bond. As matters stand now, Marvel has acquired rights to the 
last two Bond movies, any future movies, and the use of all characters who appear 
or will appear in these movies in original comic book storylines. Still in the talking 
stages are rights to all the earlier 007 movies — but it is likely that these too will be 
included in the final deal.Several artists have been paid to produce sample pages for 
the as-yet-unscheduled book, including Frank Springer. Scripter will be Cary Bates, 
who has written for National/DC since 1967 but has heretofore never worked for 
Marvel. Bates has long been interested in the James Bond character and has even 
submitted screenplays for Bond movies in the past. It will take some care on the 
part of Marvel continuity buffs to integrate 007 into the Marvel Universe. The whole 
deal is complicated by the fact that while Bond ages almost imperceptibly in his 


movie reality, in Marvel’s Master of Kung Fu, he is imputed to be the father of the 


grey-haired British agent, Clive Reston. Clive’s grey is presumeably premature, but 
even so, he is definitely over thirty, maybe even thirty five. The question of aging in 
serial heroes and heroines has never been satisfactorily resolved (probably because 

it is so unsatisfactorily resolved in real life) and this will be a unique opportunity 
for the creative minds at Marvel to attempt an assimilation of an “outside” fictional 
reality. Let’s hope they do it in a well thought out way. 


DEREK DAZZLING?: The on-again-off-again saga of The Dazzler has taken yet another 
turn. Since Casablanca Records bowed out of the scene, the comic book has been put 
on hold, but now it seems that Bo Derek is interested in portraying the character in a 
movie — and the whole project is wide opén again. Jim Shooter has prepared a film 
treatment for the character, but with Derek involved, Shooter frankly admits that the 
thing is “out of my league now” and says that a treatment which bears no resemblance 
to the original character’s premises is now on his desk. Movie deals being what they 
are, the fact that an option to make a Dazzler film has-been bought is of course no 
guarantee that the project will ever reach fruition — but it can be added to the list 
of other movies Bo Derek has been flirting with. The woman must have a certain 
fondness for comics, though — there’s been talk of featuring her in both a Silver 
Surfer film (as Shalla Bal) and in a Brenda Starr flick (as Brenda). Has any reporter 
ever asked Ms. Derek about her interest in the funnies? If not, it seems time someone 
should. | 


THE NO-NAME COMIC AND THE NO-FORMAT MAGAZINE: There are two 
projects in the works at Marvel which are similar in a lot of ways — one has no 
name (folks seem to refer to it as “Al Milgrom’s 32 page no-ad book” — Milgrom 
is the editor — but i can hardly see that on the newsstands) and the other one, 
tentatively titled Marvel Universe (edited by Lynn Graeme), has no. format — being 
dummied up in at least three versions by now, to wit: a 64 page newsstand four 
colour comic, an Epic-like magazine and a Hulk/-like one. (The difference between 
these latter two would be based on story length, text features, etc.) Actually, the 
two planned comics would both cover the same territory — stories of Marvel char- 
acters done by “star” artists and writers with an eye to attracting the discriminating 
fan audience. The 32 page No-name book is much closer to realization than the 
more ambitious no-format one. It would sell for 60 cents and there are stories on 
tap for at least three issues, according to rumour. If the idea is scrapped, these 

can easily be fitted into other existing titles, but for the record, the first one stars 
Spider-Man by Chris Claremont and Michael Golden. It is sort of a glorified team- 
up tale with The Angel and Ka-Zar in the Savage Land. The second issue, which is 
a continuation of the first, features the X-Men (still in the Savage Land) with script 
by Claremont and art by Dave Cockrum. However, as noted, these stories may see 
print elsewhere if the No-name book stalls out before takeoff. 


Marvel Universe (the title is still tentative, but it sounds good) is still in the talking 
phase — as Jim Shooter says, ““A 32 page comic is no sweat to come up with, we 
do it all the time, but anything different has to be discussed and considered before 
we give if the go-ahead.” The most attractive idea is for something along the lines 
of Epic — a combination of B&W and full colour features, showcasing Marvel’s 
entire line of characters, both well known and obscure, as drawn and written by 
the very best talents in the field. It is even possible that there would be room for 
a little experimentation in terms of plot — something beyond the usual punch and 
kick heroism. Ideally, this title could form the perfect bridge between the formula- 
rized superhero books and the eccentricities of Epic.

~NEW SCRIBE IN NEMEDIA: J.Marc DeMatteis, nominated last month as a replace- 


ment for Roy Thomas on Conan, has been confirmed in this position. In fact, the 
previously free-lance scripter, who has worked for both DC and Marvel, may have 
signed a contract with Marvel by the time this sees print, (At presstime, DeMatteis 
had the contract in hand and was “considering” it. Odds are he will sign.) As for 
the other Conan titles, Roy Thomas has left quite a backlog of completed scripts 


_and no need is yet seen for a replacement. King Conan has reportedly been written 


through issue no. 8 and Savage Sword of Conan has enough material to last into 


| late this year or early 1981, according to one source at Marvel. When these are 
used up, it is unlikely that a permanent scripter will be assigned to the title — it 
| will probably be given to several different authors on a rotating basis. The news- 


paper strip Conan will probably fall to Doug Moench, who is also being considered 
for the job of part-time scribe on SSOC. 


RANDOM GLIMPSES INTO THE FUTURE: Here are a few of the many upcoming 
projects from Marvel which for one reason or another seem to have some special 

appeal to your ace reporter: Marshall Rogers and Bill Mantlo will be doing a parody 
of Rogers’ own interpretation of The Batman in Howard The Duck no. 8. It’s called 
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‘‘Duck-Man”’ — and it sounds pretty wacky . . . Ralph Macchio and Mark Gruenwald 
will continue to collaborate on scripts for Thor and, according to Macchio, the con- 
clusion to the Roy Thomas Celestials/Wagner/You-Name-It saga will be quite a com- 
plex affair, running in both issue no. 300 and no. 301 and covering everything from 
the origin of the Destroyer to the full story behind the Odinsword. Thor’s real mothe: 
will be seen, the mystery of the missing goddesses unraveled, the Celestials will leave 


_ the book (at last!!), Gerry Conway’s “Young Gods” will be, in Ralph’s words, 


“dealt with” and the Ring Cycle will draw to its thundering close. Whew! (Oh, and 

” the way, Gene Day, not Chic Stone, will ink no. 300 over Keith Pollard’s pencils.) 
...Then in What if. . .? no. 24, Tony Isabella, Gil Kane and Frank Giacoia will 

answer the question that- still haunts millions : What if Gwen Stacy had never died?

| Spiderman since Gwen’s death — this is one comic they may hate or they may love, 


but come what may, they’ll have to buy it! 


MARVEL’S NEW VENTURE: Paperback editions of Marvel comics are nothing new, 
of course, but with Star Wars: The Empire Strikes Back the company is for the 

first time publishing its own books. 750,000 copies of SW/ESB (LS/MFT?) have 
been sold prior to publication and a second edition is planned. The 224 page book 
will be offered as a selection by Scholastic’s TAB Book Club, Xerox’s Buddy Book 
Club and Goodtime Book Club, as well as being available through all the usual 
channels. The price on this version (which, remember, omits certain pages which 

will appear in the comic book itself) is $2.50. According to Marvel’s presid 

James E. Galton, this will not be the only self-published Marvel paperback. 
company, says Galton, “intends to escalate its involvement in this field.” 


VOID WHERE PROHIBITED BY LAW: The second of the two Marvel contests 
designed to compensate for the scheduled price increase to 50 cents until stories 
with more editorial content can be readied is going to be a sweepstakes affair. (The 
first contest, for all you late-comers, consists of a series of essays on various aspects 
of the Marvel Universe.)

all-you-can-grab shopping spree at Toys “R”’ Us, the nations largest toy and game 
retailer. There will be nearly 200 additional prizes, including thirty AMF bicycles, 
sixty Entex electronic “Baseball 3°’ games, and one hundred pairs of roller skates 
by Nash. The collective value of the prizes is more than $10,000. Like the first 
contest, this one requires mutilation of a specially-flagged issue of a Marvel comic. 
Because it is a sweepstakes rather than a “judged” contest, there is a slightly higher 
statistical chance of winning for those contestents who send in the most entries. I 
wonder if future years will see collectors paying premium prices for issues from this 
month because of the difficulty in finding undamaged copies. 


DC NEWS 


WHAT IF THEY HELD A WAR AND NOBODY CAME?: There will be no September 
issue of G.I. Combat. Sounds dramatic, doesn’t it? Actually, the story is more slapstick 
than serious: it seems that after the cover for issue no. 222 (September) was printed, 
it was found to contain an error in its UPC box — and because of this, September will 
see the publication of a one-shot entitled G./. Combat Specialinstead, identical in for- 
mat to the regular monthly Dollar Comic — and no. 222 will come out in October. 
When asked about the nature of the error in computer codes which caused this 
disruption in the publishing schedule, a bemused spokesperson for DC said,”Well, 
somewhere between here and there, someone noticed something wrong, so we just 
switched things around a little. | dunno, I can’t read the code myself — but I think 
it said that-the book was a bi-monthly, so we skipped a month to make it come 
out right. Funny, huh?” Yep — and it gives me another excuse to ask if anyone in 
the audience knows of ANY instance of these UPC codes being actually used — 
when they were first foisted on the public, they were heralded as some harbinger 
of a gloriously automated supermarket future — but 1 have yet to meet a single 
person who ‘has seen them in action. 


ADVENTURE COMICS REVAMPED: In the course of the next few issues, Adven- 
turewill undergo a complete contents change. The book has been featuring the 
adventures of Plastic Man and Starman, and with the change to the 25 page/50 

cent format, Aquaman was to be added‘ to the title. But the new plan calls for all 
of these characters to leave and a new/old hero to take it over, Issue no, 479 will 
be the last to’feature Starman — and the second half of the story then in progress 
will conclude inthe pages of DC Comics Presents no. 31. This tale will co-star Super- 
man and Paul Levitz wiil be the scripter. No artist has yet been assigned. Meanwhile, 
back in Adventure, issue no. 480 will feature a double-length Aquaman story, to 
compensate for the loss of Starman. That will be the last Adventure appearance for 
Aquaman, though. He will next be seen in Action Comics no. 517. Plastic Man also 
makes his farewell to Adventure in no. 480. He will be relegated to occasional back- 
up appearances in Super-Friends, on the questionable theory that all the Saturday 
morning animation characters belong together. 
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With Plas out of the way, Adventure no. 481 will see the inauguration of an éx- 
periment in “reader-written” comics, starting a revamped “Dial ‘H for Hero. 
(“Dial ‘H,’ for newcomers, used to be an unlikely resident of the House of Mystery, 
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with art by Jim Mooney — and it just occured to me in mid-parenthesis that 

it was in the pages of this feature that Plastic Man made his first DC appearance, 
back in, uh, 1966, giving the two characters a common link of some sort, i guess.) 
The new “Dial ‘H’ ” wili have two teenaged protagonists — one of either gender — 
and virtually every aspect of the comic will be suggested by the readers. All the 
heroes and heroines dialed up, all the villains, even the clothes and furniture used 
by the protagonists, will be based on readers’ suggestions. And just like in the old 
“fashion” comics (Katy Keene, Millie the Model, etc.), the reader-collaborators will 
be given credit in the book — and will also be awarded a prize of some sort. 


Preliminary ideas for the new series were gathered by editor Jack C. Harris and 
writer Marv Wolfman at the Highschool of Art and Design and other New York 
schools. A two-page spread announcing the concept is also planned, to encourage 
response from readers. The stories themselves will be eight pages long, three per 
issue, and the magazine will also have a regular feature page (in addition to the 


- letters page) which will invite continued reader participation. No artists have yet 


been named, but plans call for a trio of regular pencilers. 
{Marv Wolfman is at some pains to note that the book will not be “geared down”

DETECTIVE SHRINKING: Issue 495 will be the last Dollar sized ‘comic for Detect- 
ive. With no. 496, it becomes a 50 cent monthly title. This will, of course, mean the | 
loss of its backup features, except for Batgirl. (The lead story, as usual,will be devoted 


- to the Darknight Do-Gooder.) The Robin feature will move to. Batman ~— and the 


minor characters who have been appearing in the back pages of ‘Tec lately (Man-Bat, 
Human Target, Jason Bard, Black Lightning, etc.) will be left in limbo for the nonce. 
In other Detective news, The Blockbuster will be slugging it out with The Batman in 
issues 498 and 499. 


- WHAT THE WIMMIN ARE DOING: Power Girl will team up with The Huntress in 


a three parter to run in issues 274 through 276 of Wonder Woman. As for the Amaz- 
ing Amazon herself, she will be celebrating her 40th anniversary next year and a 
special promotional campaign is being prepared by Andy Helfer to acquaint the 
inhabitants of Man’s World with this fact.

TAKE YOUR DOLLS AND GO HOME: According to a comprehensive listing of 
American magazines aimed at juvenile audiences which ran in the April 28th issue 


| of Advertising Age, DC Comics has a readership which is 87.4% male, with a median 


age of 13.8 years. It is specifically stated that the “stories and characters [are] of 
special interest to boys ages 11 to 17, to the exclusion of girls.” A full page ad 
promoting advertising in DC Comics in the same issue makes use of the same gender 
specific bias (“To reach boys by the millions. . .*). On the other hand, a similar | 

ad from Marvel speaks only in terms of reaching “millions of children” and describes 
its readership as “kids . . . age 6-17.” Whitman Comics too are not exclusive — they 
are said to have “male and female readers . . .ages 7 to 14.” In this period of fast- 
shrinking circulation, is it wise of DC to slant their stories to boys, “to the exclusion 
of girls”? That’s a rhetorical question, kids.

And, according to editor Len Wein, 
the cover to MiS no. 117 will be by Jim Starlin — which means that DC is appar- 
ently going to retain the Mystery in Space title for more than its originally projected 
four-issue run, a fact which will undoubtedly warm fannish hearts everywhere. . . 
Finally, it*looks like OMAC will stay on as the new back-up feature in Warlord. It 
was originally announced that Mike Grell’s Wizard World stories would’ occupy the 
slot, as soon as some inventory OMAC tales by Jim Starlin had been run by — but 
now it seems that Grell will devote himself to the lead feature exclusively and with 
the exception of a two-part Grell Wizard World story in issues 40 and 41, the OMAC 
saga will continue to back up Warlord once it takes over the back pages. Artist and 
writer assignments have not been made for the feature at press time.

NATIONAL LAMPOON: The July issue of National Lampoon will not be long on 
comics, but here’s what’s scheduled: “‘Political Swamp,” a four-pager in colour by 
Rick Meyerowitz; Shary Flenniken’s one page “Wet Dreams,” and a biography of 
Eugene O'Neill by Charlie Rodrigues. According to Beth Firmin, August will have a 
larger amount of funnies. 


KITCHEN SINK: Not much is happening these days at Kitchen, according to the boss’ 
daughters, Sheena and Scarlett. ““Daddy may buy a real taxi!,” said Sheena, eight-going- 
on-nine, when asked about the business. ““They’re still fixing up the barn,”’ added the 
younger Kitchen sister. . . The Spirit no. 24, now at press, features a watercolour cover 
by Will Eisner based on the interior story about a superhuman boxer. Eisner has finished 
scripting “Life on Another Planet” and says it will be complete in eight chapters. (Part 
six will appear in Spirit no. 24.) With the completion of “Life on Another Planet,” 

Will intends to continue writing and drawing new stories for the magazine. One of these, 
tentatively titled ““The Public Interest,”’ has been scripted and layed out, but is as yet 
unscheduled. It is about the subject of nuclear power, among other things. 


FRELENG BACK AT WARNER BROS., WARNER BACK IN CARTOON BIZ: July 
27th will mark the fiftieth anniversary of Warner Bothers animation, and Friz Freleng, - 
one of the pioneers at Warner’s has returned, having dissolved his 17 year partnership 
with David DePatie — a partnership begun when Warner ceased making in-house anim- 


ated cartoons. Freleng’s first project for Warner will be ‘““The Second Bugs Bunny Movie.” 


Needless to say, Mel Blanc will definitely be a part of this project too. Freleng himself 
had little to say about his plans, but Ed Bleier, executive vice president of WB Television, 
was reassuring in his statement that the company is still committed to full animation, 
despite the cost. | 


NYAH HA HA HA HA: The Shadow has joined the long list of pulp and comic heroes 
and heroines who have been optioned for use in films. Universal has agreed to pay 
Stanley A. Weston, president of Leisure Concepts, Inc. (which controls the rights in 
question) a $250,000 advance, $100,000 as executive producer, 20% of the profits 
on the film — and will allow him to retain most of the merchandising rights on the 
character, Weston, who created the G.I. Joe doll, is the man behind many of the 
liscensing and film deals involving pulp and comic characters these days, handling the 
properties for their owners, or even buying them outright when he can. Buck Rogers. 
Charlie Chan, Tarzan, Sheena, Doc Savage and Conan are among the characters he is 
merchandising.. It appears that this man will do anything to make money with his 
properties, even when by doing so he violates their integrity as heroes. It was Stanley 
A. Weston who developed a Charlie Chan film script (currently shooting with Peter 
Ustinov) and then turned around and created the idea of a chain of Charlie Chan fast 
food restaurants. There are currently nine of these, with plans for ten more to open 
this year and more once the movie is out. Will we see Shadowburgers next? Only Kent 
Allard knows — and he ain’t telling. 


MEANWHILE, BACK IN THE JUNGLE: Here are two news items about Tarzan, 
both of which hit my mailbox the same day. As usual, they are as night and day to 
each other: 


1) Tarzan, Jane and Korak are starring in a new series of television commercials for 
The Dark Continent, Busch Gardens in Tampa Florida. There are four of these 30 
second spots, which will be aired in Northern cities which represent the “target mar- 
ket for Florida vacationers.” Tarzan, played by Tom Cantrell, does not swing through 
trees or do any ape-calling in these spots. He simply walks around with Jane (Marcia 
Wolf) and Boy (Keith Readon) are extolls the virtues of the Python roller coaster, 
German Festhaus and other African wonders awaiting the visitor in The Dark Con- 
tinent. The accompanying photo should explain it all. 


2) Tarzan and Tradition: Classical Mythology in Popular Literature by Erling B. 
Holtsmark will be published in February, 1981 by Greenwood Press of Westport, 
Conn. Holtsmark is associate professor of classics at the University of Iowa and this 
volume deals with the Tarzan mythos as Edgar Rice Burroughs developed it from 
his own wide reading in the classics, both as a student and an adult. 


ACTION/MYSTERY/ADVENTURE: Ken Pierce’s Funny Paper Press will soon be 
bringing out their third collected volume of Spirit dailies. These date from the time 
when Will Eisner was in the army, and feature artwork by Lou Fine and Jack Cole. 
(Cole also scripted the sequences he drew, but the author of the Fine episodes is 
unknown — probably Bill Woolfolk.) The title of this collection is The Spirit Vol- 
ume 3: 200 more dailies... . also upcoming from Pierce is a collection of 16 complete 
Lady Luck stories, reproduced from the original art. The book will also contain -an 
introduction by Lady Luck’s artist, Klaus Nordling. (Parenthetically, i have seen all 
of the work to be included in this collection — i ran across it while going through 
Will Eisner’s fabled art vault in Wildwood Cemetery — and it is great stuff. I’m glad 
to see it preserved in this way — thank you, Mr. Pierce.) 


FUNNYWORLD: Mike Barrier says that issue no. 22 of Funnyworld, a virtually 
“pro” fanzine devoted to animation and comic art, will contain further excepts from 
his as-yet-unpublished book on the life and art of Carl Barks. Issue 23 will feature, 
among other things, an interview with Floyd Gottfredson, the long-time artist and 
co-plotter of the famous daily and Sunday Mickey Mouse strip. of 


LEGAL BELIEVE IT OR NOT: According to articles in recent issues of Folio: The 
Magazine for Magazine Management, it seems that the widely practised contract-on- 


- the-back-of-a-check routine (where your signature of endorsement becomes a de facto 


agreement to the terms of the contract) has never been tested in court. In short, 
the legality of a check as a legal transfer of copyright is not yet known. Anyone 
want to try for a test case? . . . Another interesting item, from Folio concerns 

a current proposal to change copyright regulations to allow for the copyrighting 
of layouts and graphic designs. Needless to say, most publishers contacted about the 
proposal were negative in their comments (“it would invite a proliferation of law- 
suits,””) while graphic artists favoured the change. What is involved is mostly of in- 
terest in the magazine field, where the wholesale swiping of layouts (in an attempt 
to attract readers who already buy a similar mag) has caused increasing concern 
now that unusual and distinctive layouts are more and more a part of the “image” 
projected by each periodical. 


PSSSST ! — HEY KEED, WANNA BUY A WOOKIE?: An outfit called Wizard 
Promotions is going to be staging a strange\affair this June 15 and 16 at the Holly- 
wood Palladium, Entitled ““‘The Great Science Fiction, Fantasy and Horror Movie 
Memorabilia Auction,” this sale features a plethora of rare and one-of-a-kind items 
as well as a few copies of rare one-of-a-kind items. Among the copies are an exact 
replica of Forbidden Planet’s Robby the Robot (the real one is owned by Forrest | 
J. Ackerman) and representing the originals is one of George |Reeves’ Superman 
costumes. A replica Chewbacca mask and a genuine copy of Detective Comics no. 
27 are also included in the list of collectibles up for bid.

ONE MORE TIME: It is not my intention to review every issue of every magazine 
which wafts across my desk, but i’m making an exception of sorts here. I had a lot 
-of unkind words to say about the first issue of Marvel’s new Epic and because the 
second issue is quite different in some ways (and quite similar in others) i'd like to 
speak my piece on this subject once again. 


‘ 


Strangely enough, the one item in the mag which grabbed my attention the most 
was not an actual comic: It was Richard Ellis’ letter on page 98. Ellis commented 
at some length about the distressing tendency of so many “adult fantasy”’ comics 
creators to utilize cheap-shot views of bare breasts and, even more obnoxiously, 
open-work breast-harnesses, to convey the facsimile of |sexuality without its true 
substance. You can’t imagine the sense of relief i feel when i hear a man protesting 


this trend. As a woman, i always feel so vulnerable to criticism of the lowest sort 


when i speak out against this stuff. The last time i did so in print, a stranger (male) 
actually telephoned me long distance and told me that i shouldn’t feel “uptight” 
about the size of my breasts (which, needless to say, he had never seen) and i was 
sent a copy of a “‘humor”’ fanzine from Kansas or somewhere like that which ran 

a piece claiming i was a Swede with “humongous bazooms.” This kind of sick 
mind-set leads me to quote what Ted White said in a recent issue of The Comics 
Journal: “Do comics attract “‘nerds’?’ I think so, Ted. . . In any case, let me second 
Mr. Ellis — sex is too fine to be used in this way. . 


On to more aesthetic matters: Epic no. 2 is a mixed bag — and editor Archie Good- 
win is to be complimented for including such a wide range of styles in the stew this 
time. One of my personal favorites was Ernie Colon’s little science fiction tale, ‘““The 
True Game.” The future dialogue was wonderfully convincing in its construction and 
lent an air of the sophisticated kind of taking-for-granted of alien realities et a was 
the hallmark of the best 1950s SF prose. 


“7 Moons,” on the other hand, was a distinct failure in my eyes. The script was 
okay (Delaney is always a good writer, come what may) but the’ éntire eight-pagér 
seemed to be a still-born fragment from some longer work. Worse, Howard Chay- 
kin’s pitiful excuse for artwork mucked the slight tale up beyond belief. Comics 

are NOT advertising art, posters-with-words, or an exercise in figure drawing. Chay- 
kin has forgotten the root of comics, a little thing called “story-telling” by which 

art and text are bound into a/seamless_ whole. ““7 Moons” was only one step removed 
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from the lowest kind of fannish “talking head” strip. It was “talking female models” 
instead. Page 68 was the most abysmal. A woman has been seen about to commit. 
suicide on the previous page. Next. we see, incomprehensibly, a tableaux composed 
of the would-be suicide, her rescuer, the rescuer’s assistant and a cop. The layout 

is vaguely pyramidal (a sure grabber for movie posters and paperback book covers — 
see, in fact the Corben cover to this very issue of Epic!) but it is worse than utterly 
meaningless — it works against the story it purports to illustrate. On the left, the 
assistant makes a pell-mell dash off the page — away from the action. On the right, 
the rescuer has grabbed the suicide. But both these figures are dwarfed by the 
massive image of an “enforcement officer” who supplies the focal point for the 


“full page spread — and has absolutely nothing to do with the action at hand. It’s 


the kind of image which would look good in a cinema lobby. Here it is atrocious. 


I pr4Sbably should reserve judgement on Jim Starlin’s “Metamorphosis Odessey” 
until it is complete — but i feel compelled to note that Starlin seems to be going 
the same “photo-swipe realism’’ route that Chaykin has, with even more unhappy 
results, Of the 41 panels printed this time out, every one was either a head/torso 
closeup cr a bland mid-range shot. No angles, no aerial views, no worm’s eye shots. 
Nothing but page after page of those damn talking heads. This is not “a bold new 
artform,” it’s simply bad comics. Instead of Eisner’s idealized “movies on paper,” 
we see here the travesty of “television on paper.” TV, with its poor resolution 
quality, can’t afford to risk too many baroque camera setups. Comics and movies 
can — and, to fulfill their unique potential, should. Starlin seems to have limited 
his vision to the field encompassed by a Polaroid camera (when he’s not doing 

the outer space shtick) and the pity of it is that those readers who value “good art” 
will probably be content with what amounts to little more that xeroxes of life. 


There are some real comics in Epic no. 2, however. . . and before i say another word §@ 


either for or against any one of them, i'd like to ‘thank the creators of these pieces 
for remembering what the genre is all about. ‘‘Tarn’s World” is a solid fantasy story 
with a nice hook to it, well illustrated — and only marred in my very personal view 
by that stupid “‘good dead girl art” which has captivated “adult” comics artists and 
fans. I refer to page 76. Of course this is just one random example of many which 
seems to imply a sick eroticism in the form of half-clothed dead women — but it 
gave me the same angry feeling it always does whenever i see it. No big deal. 


“Monkey See” by Veitch and Bissette was pleasant. Not a deep plot, but a cleanly 
expressed one. The creative use of layouts (the curved “diving” panel especially) 
helped the story along. Perhaps i’m reading too much into this, but i can see the 
fine tutelege of Joe Kubert behind some of the better effects here — which leads me 
to wonder why there haven’t been any stories in Epic so far by such masters ‘of the 
form as Kubert, Ditko, the two Severins, Toth, Gil Kane, etc. But 1 digress. . . 


Craig Russell’s “Siegfried” brought out the paradoxes in my sense of art appreciation. 
On the one hand it was simply beautiful — and displayed the virtues of true comic 
book art. But i am getting pretty tired of Russell’s “pretty boy posing amidst the 


pretty flowers” trip. . . and the last page looked like a set-piece from somewhere 
else. Everything (the added cape, lack of dragon, different loincloth and horn) ar- 


gued that it was just tacked onto the story because it (sort of) fit, not because it 
had originally been drawn for that spot. And yet, there is something so lush, so well 
crafted, so lavish in Russell’s artwork that i am_tempted to cut the pages out of the 
magazine and paste them all over my walls. 


The Roy Thomas/Tim Conrad adaptation of Robert E. Howard’s A/muric is another 


paradox — but for another reason. I just don’t like these interplanetary romances, — 
especially when they star “noble savages” who go around murdering people on Earth 
and then get transported to some dreadful wilderness where their atavisms can find 
full release. Maybe i just can’t take Robert Howard all that seriously, knowing what a 
pitiful wretch of a mamma’s boy he really was. Whatever. . . Yet within these personal 
limitations to enjoyment of the genre, i found Thomas and Conrad's adaptation very ~ 
satisfying. Thomas is, of course, the adapter par exellance in this field and Conrad's 


work, though sometimes disturbingly derivative of other cartoonists’, has a vibrant 


edge to it, well suited to the theme. 


Two minor pieces, “Sequence” by Vincente Alcazar and “Sinner” by Archie Goodwin, 
were both astoundingly good. The Alcazar one pager was so sophisticated that i was 
frankly amazed to see it in a Marvel magazine. Goodwin’s equally stunning short story, 
with its compellingly Ben Shahn-like images of groping hands, also went a long way 
toward increasing my respect for the direction the magazine will be taking. 


There’s a bit more in this issue, but i’ve said my piece. I would only add that i could 
certainly do without the pretentious illiteracy of Maurice Horn. Consider this quote 
on the subject of European fantasy comics: “It is not coincidence that Druillet’s roots 
are in the region of France most closely tied to the heresy of the Cathars . . .” Does 


- Horn mean to imply that the unborn Druillet’s parents moved to the very part of 


France which had several hundreds of years before served as a home to certain heretics 
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because they knew (or intended) that their son should grow up to write and draw comics 


* 


with a similar philosophic bent? One wonders... * 

TWO GOOD UNDERGROUNDS: If you haven’t yet picked up on Larry Gonick’s 
Cartoon History of the Universe, now in its fourth volume, let me recommend it. 
Gonick is well-read, funny, a good cartoonist, and most of all, a man with an idea 
whose time has come — the title says it all: it’s a carefully researched slapstick 
romp through time. Don’t get just one volume, though, you need the whole set to 
fully appreciate what Gonick is up to. $1.00 each, plus 60 cents postage from Rip 
Off Press, P.O. Box 14158, San Francisco, Calif.

Steve Stiles)... These two pieces alone redeem the book from some tasteless garbage 
by Dan Steffan and assorted others, and cause me to recommend it. The cover by 
Crumb is another man-riding-on-woman item from his endless store of these, but 
the look on this man’s face is an interesting variation on the theme — he is suffer- 
ing, grey-skinned, sick at heart — i sense a message from one side of the famous 
Crumb schizoid personality to the other. If “bizarre sex” isn’t your thing, you'll 
still want to see Michael Gilbert’s work — he is getting better all the time and this 
piece, with its fine attention to panel breakdowns, is certainly the most sophisticated 
work he has done to date. The script, by Karen D’Amico, is good too, although at 
times it violates the conventions of comics writing (past tense captions, “telling” 
what should be shown). And Mary Gordon gets a nod for her creative lettering — 
it may seem like a little thing, but it moves the text along very, very well. 


WOOD SKETCHBOOK: The Wallace Wood Sketchbook, assembled by Bill Pearson 
and published by Bill Crouch, is a surprising volume. It seems, for starters, that 
Wood has never really kept a sketchbook — he doodles on typing paper — so 
Crouch, in a brilliant flash of insight, printed this collection on 25% cotton fiber 


‘rippletone bond, something i have never seen used for a book before. It really does — 


the trick, though — looks just like a sheaf of typing paper!The artwork itself is a 
wide-ranging selection of Wood’s many stylistic and thematic variations, ranging 
from juvenile home-made comics, through roughs for superhero work, to-fanciful 
imps, gargoyles, trolls and monsterlings. One real shocker was a craftint’n’ink 
drawing Wood did when he was (presumeably)15 years old — it’s a direct copy of 


m@ part of a Spirit splash page by Will Eisner! (The splash, which ran on February 22, 


1942, can be found on page 4 of John Benson’s fanzine Panels no. 1). Other early 
art by Wood has a surprisingly “underground” look about it — and it was interesting 
to see how far back his use of craftint goes. The little creatures he is famous for 


M™ are seen everywhere — charming and crazy beasts with eyeballs in all the right 


places. But best of all, and something which makes this otherwise esoteric item a 
virtual “‘must”’ for all aspiring cartoonists, is Wood’s three page “Lazy Layouts” 
sequence. Created as an aesthetic memory-jogger at a time when he felt that his 
own layouts had gotten stale and repetitious, these pages constitue a “srammar of 
panel compositions, 24 of them in all, which should be required study for every _ 
fan artist or student of the art. It is not an exhaustive list of possibilities, being, 
after all, a personal index, keyed to Wood’s own stylistic urges, but what it repre- 
sents, the idea behind it, is nothing less than a comprehensive view of the building 
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_in spite of its few flaws. With a little more care and the pres 


blocks of graphic narrative. Consider for a moment what a collection of such “Lazy 
Layouts” from the.top twenty artists in the field could do to revolutionize the 
way fans and students “‘see” comics — the thought is mind-boggling! The Wallace 
Wood Sketchbook is 48 pages long, plus covers, and goes for $5.00 from Bill

OLDIES BUT GOODIES: With more and more die-hard DC/Marvelites becoming 
sated with the current offerings from the four-colour factories, it seems that inter- 
est in reprints of old newspaper comic strips is growing all the time. General-interest 
fanzines like The Comics Journal and Comics Feature have both begun to run reg- 


‘ ular retrospective columns on strips and even though the Menomonee Falls Gazette 
_is no longer an independent enterprise, its inclusion in The Comic Reader has 
undoubtedly done a lot to familiarize comic book fans with the medium. The 


Gazette has unfortunately run better selections of strips in the past, but due to 
financial problems is unable at present to feature certain reader-favourites, At this 
time the Gazette's lineup includes Modesty Blaise, Superman (from 1945), The 
Seekers, Star Hawks and two excellent new features, Dick Duck, Duck Dick by Jim 
Engel and Bullet Crow, Fowl of Fortune by Chuck Fiala. These latter two are run 
in colour and are probably the best new funny animal work to come along since 
Howard the Duck. What the Gazette lacks at present (although back issues are full 
of ‘em) are some really classic 1930s strips. The Superman reprints are very nice, 
but not on a par with stuff like Thimble Theater, Terry and the Pirates, Mickey 


Mouse, Scorchy Smith, Little Orphan Annie and the like. | wonder how much money 


it would take for editors Jerry Sinkovec and Mike Tiefenbacher to appease the syn- 
dicates. Any philanthropists in the audience? 


Moving into the vacuum created by the diminuation of the Menomonee Falls Gazette 
is a new tabloid reprint zine called Chapters. The first issue is-just out and includes 

a number of classic strips, to wit: Tarzan (the Russ Manning phase); Wonder Woman 
(Moulton and Peter — this purports to start at the begining, but the first date printed 
is a Tuesday and from the story line it seems obvious that the initial episode is 
missing — no big deal, except for rabid completists), Buz Sawyer (Roy Crane — and 
again a slight puzzler, as the first daily is undated but is labeled “No. 1’ — the copy- 
right blurb reads “1943” but the initial story caption is “Christmas Eve, 1942.”’) 


On Stage (Leonard Starr, of course, and this one starts at the start and features both | 


Sunday and daily strips), Modesty Blaise (O’Donnell and Romero, the 1978 “Cry 
Wolf” storyline — which, thankfully doesn’t duplicate the Gazette’s current Modesty 


Blaise offerings), Thimble Theater (1931 Segar, unfortunately started up in mid-story),™ 


Terry and the Pirates (1938 Caniff, Sundays halftoned, dailies line shots), Gordo 
(Gus Arriola, 1955, dailies only, which is utterly senseless, as Arriola’s Sunday page 
was the highlight of my week for years! Technically, it had no continuity with the 
daily strip, but whotthehell, it was poetry on paper), Little Orphan Annie (1929 
Gray, dailies only again), Johnny Hazard (Frank Robbins — and forgive my unfam- 
iliarity with the feature, but all i know is that this selection begins on Jan. 1, 1945; 
where that falls in the strip’s chronology is unknown to me), and finally, there is 


an unexplained halftoned Terry Sunday from 1935 (no date given on it, though, for . 


unknowing fans) which i presume is meant to augment the Nostalgia Press volumes 
which ran dailies only. The selection of strips is great, but the layout leaves a bit to 
be desired. It would have been better to place the dailies so that the fold in the 
paper fell between tiers instead of across one. Also, the letters and a few house ads 
encroach on some of the strips in a jarring way. These are minor points, hopefully 
to be corrected in future issues. Chapters is also serializing a heretofore unpublished 
Lester Dent novel called “The Flame Horror.’’ I recommend this new zine highly, 
‘sentation of a short back- 
ground text feature explaining the un-obvious (i.e. why begin Gordo and Thimble ~ 


‘Theater in mid-plot — and what happened before we tuned in), this could be an 


even better package. 


; But . . . no newsprint will preserve comics — only collecting the strips into books 
- (horizontally laid out books, 3 dailies to the page!) printed on White Paper (sacred 


substance) with no deletions or additions (except for touching up blacks in copies 
lifted from old papers) will save these beautiful works of art. So this month i'd 
like to remind you that if you haven’t yet bought Hyperion’s Thimble Theater 
collection, you can go to the back of the class. Do i have to get up on a soapbox 
and rave? Okay, rave i will. Chelsea House, has just brought out a paperback edition 
of their previously published Dick Tracy: The Thirties — Tommy Guns and Hard 
Times. This is a chronological reprinting of early Gould work, starting with the 
second plotline (the first having been reprinted in Chelsea House’s Celebrated Cases 
of Dick Tracy volume). There are some Sundays in colour, the original sample of 
Plainclothes Tracy which Gould showed the syndicate and page after page of great 
police adventure. True, this is the early “primitive” Tracy, in terms of art, but the 
scripting is fine and it’s pleasing to see the later “mature” style slowly develop on 
the page. Unlike Caniff, whose early Terry was radically different from the familiar 
form without being any less for that fact, these selections show Gould to have been 
an artist whose vision was more accomplished than his hand — and who seemed 

to develop by sheer dint of enthusiasm and perseverance until he became what 

he always knew inside he was.

INFLATION (OR IS IT RECESSION) CAUSES REVIEWER TO THINK TWICE: 
Jim Ivey’s cARToon 1980 is an annual grab-bag of just about everything you can 
imagine, from Winsor McCay to Neal Adams. It’s an unweildy 40 page tabloid on 
newsprint, with some pages printed so poorly as to render the typeset text illegible 
and a rather steep price of $5.00, which Ivey claims is not going to bring him “‘fin- 
ancial profit.” It would be easy for me to pan this item on the basis of printing 
quality and price alone, but the actual content, the artwork displayed here, is so 
good (and in some cases, rare and valuable to a student of the field) that it is very 
tempting to praise the thing in spite of its faults. In the end, 1 think the material 
triumphs (just barely) over Ivey’s horrible layout and flea market aesthetics. Just 
barely. A partial list of contents may explain my enthusiasm — there’s a McCay 
editorial cartoon, printed almost original size (but in red, for no good reason); 

a complete six page unpublished Jingle Jangle Tale (“The Half-Size Commodore 
and King Whoozits’ Yacht”) by George Carlson,-which was scheduled to appear 
in the never-printed Jingle Jangle no. 43 and is here shown almost full original ~ 


size — and even though it’s not one of Carlson’s really brilliant and insane works, ... |

it is certainly unusual enough to merit the attention of a far vaster audience than 


it will likely receive; Jeff McNelly’s hand-lettered four page edition of the Treetops 


Tattler-Tribune, designed as a promotional handout for the C.T.-N.Y.N. Syndi- : 


cate, is run in slightly reduced size — but Ivey blew the effect by laying it|out 
as two pairs of facing pages instead of running it the way it was’ designed — as 
a mock newspaper, placed in the centerfold of the mag; a two-page spread is 

devoted to salutes by famous cartoonists to “21” restaurant on its silver jubilee, 


and the contributors include Bela Zaboly , George McManus and so: forth; “‘car- 
' toon courses” which ran as toppers in Segar’s Thimble Theater and Robinson’s 


Etta Kett are shown, along with samples from the famous Landon, Kuhn and 
Zim courses from the earlier part of the century; there are ad cartoons (Minnie 
Mouse for Post Toasties, 1934); C.T.-N.Y.N. “self-portrait” promos; a great (and 
&ducational) article from 1942 showing how comics are made, using Captain Mar- 
vel as a sample, and going into some detail, with facsimile typescript, penciled, 
inked and finished page, etc.; a Chuck Jones storyboard for a Tom and Jerry 
cartoon, some Neal Adams roughs, Walt Kelly centaur pencils for Fantasia, and 
more, Sounds good, doesn’t it — but the jumbled-together effect of all these bits 
and snippets is compounded by the above-mentioned atrocious printing job. And 
the price. I think in the end that the cost is what will keep cARTJoon out of the 
hands of many who would otherwise enjoy it. If i haven’t scared you off, you can 
order Your copy from Jim Ivey at 509 N. Semoran, Orlando, Fla.

“MOSTLY WORDS: Hands down favourite text-zine of the month is Bill Spicer’s. 
Fanfare no. 3 (Spring, 1980). This mag is the successor to-Spicer’s late Graphic 
Siory Magazine but differs from its forerunner in that it does not deal primarily » 
with sequential art. In fact, in this particular issue, comics are given very short 
shrift. The cover story is.a scholarly and well-researched look at Japanese animation, 
with plenty of illos and sample plots from every genre. Author Fred Patten has 
done a fine job here — i went from know-nothing to instant-expert by reading his 


‘article. The pieces by and on Stanislaus Szukalski, the Polish sculptor, are also of 


interest. Unfortunately, the only truly comics-oriented\ article in Fanfare, an inco- 
herent put-down of Steve Gerber’s long-gone Man-Thing, was quite a let down 
after so much other good stuff.

MOSTLY PICTURES: Smilin’ Ed Comics is a 24 pager, B&W on nesprint with colour 
covers, featuring the work of Raoul F. Vezina and Fred G. Hembeck. Vezina, who 
works in the loose ““New Paltz” style, uses the Fantaco mascot, Ed, in a number of 
funny ways, but the real star of the book is Hembeck’s new character, The Dog, a 
Batman spin-off. $1.25 (a little high for a comic this size). from Fantaco, 21 Central 
Ave., Albany, NY (and they didn’t give their zip code!). : 
Swashbucklers, from the people who publish the sf zine Night Voyages, is a nicely 
packaged item — 58 pages of dramatic action strips on white paper, plus a heavy B&W 
cover on krome kote paper. The strips, all by artists in the Saint Louis area, vary in 
quality — but’they all are distinguished by a certain aesthetic seriousness of purpose. 
‘The flaws are the usual ones endemic to fan art — talking heads, reliance on photo- 
graphs, full page set-pieces with no story content, etc. The strong points vary from 
strip to strip : Paul Daly creates some interesting characters, Don Secrease and Rick 
Burchett show more than the average fannish skill in layout and rendering. Keeping 
in mind that this is, after all, ‘‘fan’’ art, i would have to rank the selections here with 
the best in that field. There’s an Erroll Flynn/Robin Hood homage that gave me a 
buzz and Burchett’s “Enigma” displays a virtually “pro’’ understanding of the best 
way to use solid blacks on a page. Overall, it is in the flatness of emotion tone that 
the volume falls down — pure fighting action can become an excuse for figure draw- 
ing instead of a climactic scene in a story with grippingly “real” lives at stake. But 
then, few comics have ever transcended the “all-out-action” formula in a meaningful 
way — so who am i to ask it of a bunch of fans in Saint Louie?

40th anniversary of Denny Colt’s death and resurrection. Sentimentalist that i am, 
i want to publically wish Colt-(and his biographer, a Mr. W. E. Rensie of Brooklyn 


and points north) many happy returns of the day — and many more years of crime 
| fighting. My trip to Princeton, Wisconsin to help put together a book of old, odd, 


obscure and other art by Will Eisner was great fun. I finally got to meet my boss, 
Denis Kitchen, his partner, Holly — and their kids,Sheena and Scarlett, plus some 
other great folks (like the guy who makes the cheeseburgers at the local bar and 
scrimshaw Mike and Steve Krupp, the real power behind the Kitchen Sink throne). 
Whenever Denis and i could stop our super-speed raps about Basil Wolverton, old 
juke boxes, Ernie Bushmiller, the 1960s, Harvey Kurtzman, Point Special beer labels, 
underground cartoonists, the 1930s, John Lennon and other aesthetic matters, we 
-would try to decide what to include — and what to discard — from the enormous 
selection of rare Eisneriana we had on hand. The result was predictable — the book 
rapidly grew from a proposed 64 page black and white volume to a 128 page one 
with a full colour insert. And instead of simply presenting some of Will’s more _ 
obscure and unpublished things from the 1940s, which had been the original plan, — 


| we will now be showcasing a chronological selection of Eisner’s art from 1933 to 
the present, including a heretofore unreprinted pre-war Spirit story in colour. But 


this paragraph is not intended to promote the forthcoming book — it’s actually an 


| appeal to fandom for some help in making this the best collection of Eisner’s art 


possible, You see, while Will has quite a lot of his original art from the late’ 1940s. 
onward, most of the things he did in the 1930s were lost — and even the printed 
comics are extremely rare and expensive. If you have any of the following items 

in the form of original art or printed comics and would be willing to loan them to 
us for the purpose of reproduction, we would be very, very grateful. This list is not 
comprehensive — just a representative sampling of what we are looking for:

MORE THANKS: Thank you,Horst Shroeder and Ed Leinbacher, for sending xeroxes 
of ‘the Quicksilver story from National Comics no. 27, as i asked fora while back. 
This is an odd little item by Fred Guardineer (art) using a script plagiarized from a 
Will Eisner Spirit story of about two and a half years before. Maybe plagiarized is the 


' wrong word — since the Spirit was at the time published in co-operation with Ev- 


erett Arnold’s Quality Comics Group, and National was a Quality title, the swipe 
was probably done with Arnold’s consent (or even at his request). Just to set the 
record straight, Eisner’s version of this appeared on August 25, 1940 and the 
Guardineer job was published in December, 1942. Can you guess whose looks 
better? Right. 


WHAT?! IS HE STILL HANGING AROUND?: Pierce Askegren sends a xerox of a 
Peter Pain cameo appearance from Gary Halgren’s facts O’ Life underground comic. 
_.. And Wayne Truman, who had sent a colour xerox Peter Pain strip when 1 first 
began asking about them, wrote again with the following: “The comments in your 


® last column prompted me to take another look at my ‘Peter Pain’ pages. TWIN vic- 


tims are a recurring motif . . .don’t know what the rationale is for this.” Me neither, 
Wayne, but artist Jack Betts seems to have been unconsciously doing the inverse of 
the Wrigley Doublemint bit — you know, “Double your pain . . .” Wayne also sent 
me a veritable cornucopia of beautiful old ad strips, all in lovely colour xergx form. 
I never knew how great some of these were before — the ‘Galahad Jones’ strip for 
Nestle’s Chocolate from 1934 is especially fine. Wouldn’t it be great if someone 
could convince a major publisher to bring out a full colour collection of these gems? 
Dover published a volume of 19th century ad posters not too long ago — maybe 
they could be approached. . ..In any case, thanks, Pierce and Wayne, for taking the 
time and effort to share these things with me.. 


JUST SAYING HI: Thought i’d pass this along — free publicity for a good cause: 
“Contrary to popular rumour, there are comic book fans in Maine. We may not 
have the ranks of the Morman Tabernacle Choir, but we are still an admirable 
group indeed. Somewhere around this write-up, you will find a photo — that’s some 
of us. In all, we’re a group of about fifty comic fans that have banded together to 
share each other’s interests. Our origin dates back to just a few years ago when — 
our founding member, Mike Dudley, had an ad in this self-same magazine asking 
for any Maine comic book collectors interested in forming a club to contact him. 
The ad produced three new members, and the ranks have swelled considerably since 
then. Here’s a basic idea of what we do: 


Our first priority as a club is getting together every now and then. We schedule 
meetings at various members’ homes around the state every other month or so 
and spend an afternoon discussing, buying, swapping and selling comics. 


Mall shows are our second priority. Since we, as a club, truly wish to grow in num- 
bers, we have our own form of membership drives. Usually during the summer 
months we have a few shows at the various Maine (and main) shopping malls, in 
which our members bring their wares to display, and often swap and sell. At these 
shows we also place accent on a membership drive, opening the membership up 

to any and all collectors interested in any form of comics or comix, 


Our membership boasts Golden Age collectors, as well as EC, Marvel, DC, SF. 
S&S, foreign — and basically any other form of comic book. Our ranks go from 
mid-teens in high school, to professors, school teachers and retirees. To join the 
Maine Comics club, all you must do is contact our president at this address: Maine 
Comics Club c/o Joe Veilleux, RFD 1, Box 166, Hartland, Me. 04943.” 


PRICE GUIDE CONTROVERSIES: Several letters have come in recently which 
concern themselves with the Overstreet Price Guide. At the risk of seeming to be 
biased, which i hope i am not, i would like to print relevent excepts. First though, 
let me say that i myself do not own a copy of the Price Guide, have never met 

or corresponded with Bob Overstreet (i tried to, but he wouldn't answer my letter, 
even though it came equiped with SASE) and i am perfectly willing to print any- 
thing Bob has to say. I’m not sure i want this column to be a soap-box for other 
people’s opinions (i got enough of my own!), but for now, i’m willing to provide 
a public forum. Keep in mind, however, that my space limitations will result in 
severe pruning of your letters unless they are short and to the point. 


The first letter is from someone with an utterly illegible signature. His or her WSA 
number is 1384 and the address given is 13231 Deanann Place, Garden Grove, Calif. 
“I would like to give an opinion on the new Price Guide. First of all, I did not like 
the top 100 titles (price values) to be dropped to 50 this year. Also, there is a very 
big mistake in the guide that affects dealers and buyers. Even though Little Lulus 
made the top 50 and increased [in value] about 25%, the Price Guide did not raise 
any prices on them from last year, except for one or two. So what do you pay or 
sell them for this year?. . . I also wish he would have told fandom, like’he did in 
no. 9, that Archies [as a series] went up 100%, to make a whopping 150% raise in 
two years. .. Fans and dealers should know that Archies aren’t cheese anymore. 
Somebody offered in TBG $1,000 for an Archie no. | in mint — 120% over new 
Guide prices. Mr. Overstreet should realize that the Archie series [contains] some 
of the scarcest comics in existance. There have been over 200 million printed — 
but try to find any dealer or collector selling large amounts at any price.” 


A similar complaint, that Overstreet misprices and is generally misinformed about 
“funny kid” comics comes from Bart Bush, 114 E. Main Street, Norman, Okla. 
73069. “I think the Guide should have taken into consideration that this was the 
first year Harveys were in demand (a lot of this was speculation) because I hate to 
see collectors get priced out of the market before they even have a chance to get 
into the market. How the Guide determines values is confusing. After 10 years 
they-are still hung up on the fact that unless it says no. 1 on the book, they can't 
be worth as much. For instance, Casper the Friendly Ghost no. 41-70 list for $3.00 
[each] in mint. These comics were published from 1955-1958, then Friendly Ghost 
Casper no. 1 appears one-month after no. 70 and it is listed at $36.00!!! No. 2 is 
at $24.00 and no. 3 at $15.00 — all the way to no. 10 — and all these books are 
much later (datewise) than no. 41-70. If a collector is going to collect Casper he 


surely is going to collect the first series too! I won’t argue that no. 1 should be (35) 
somewhat higher, since there are still a lot of first issue collectors, but how abou 

no. 2 on? I feel they are overpriced at present, just as I feel that no. 41-70 are 
underpriced a little. . . .And Felix the Cat [is another example] because no. 62 is 

not labeled no. 1. It lists for a mere $2.40, but if it was numbered no. 1, you would = - 


| see a price of around $30.00 on it !!!!!1!" [The above is from Bart’s Harvey Collec- 


| tors Newsletter no. 5] 


Finally, Warren Reece sends a massive amount of material on the old question of 


B® which was published first, Motion Picture Funnies Weekly or Marvel Comics ng. |. 


The question is of some importance because, as Bart Bush points out above, values 


| in the Price. Guide are often assigned on the basis of “first issue,” not scarcity, 


aesthetic merit or other considerations. In the case of these two comics, thousands 
of dollars are involved — they are strictly speculator’s comics at this point, not 
funny books to lay down on the living room floor with and read. {Now Warren’s 
credentials are that he actually has been hired on a freelance basis: by Marvel to 
research their old characters (it was a photo of his personal copy of Marvel no | 
which appeared in the December, 1979 Bullpen Bulletins page) — and it is his 
contention that not only does Marvel no. | predate Motion Picture Funnies Weekly, 
but that he has made his evidence available to Bob Overstreet for years and Over- 
street is deliberately choosing to ignore this. At question is not only the speculative 
value of the comics in question, but the problem of which one holds the claim to 
being the first to publish the origin of the Sub-Mariner. Since MPFW contains no 
month of copyright in its indicia, Reece has researched the matter through circum- 
stantial evidence. Skipping over Reece’s introductions to the evidence, here is what 
he includes: 


1) An unsolicited letter from Ed Lahmann, the only person so far to claim that 

he had copies of both comics as new releases, not back issues, and whose reputation 
as a genuine old-time fan is bolstered by the fact that several comics bearing his name 
in the margins, books dating from the early Golden Age, have turned up in collections 
all over the country. Says Lahmann: “When I was a boy we lived next door to a guy 
who was a distributor for periodicals and I remember very well the various old comics, 
as he used to give me his extra or damaged copies. I had many in addition to the 

ones i bought. A small neighborhood movie used to give several different kind of 
premiums and I remember that one of the premiums was Motion Picture Funnies, 


so it did see some distribution in some areas. I had it, but like so many of my other 


old comics, it flew by the way; however, I remember very well that I had gotten a 
copy of Marvel Comics no. | from the guy next door quite some time before I got 
the movie premium.” 


2) An excerpt from Roy Thomas’ interview with Bill Everett, creator of the Sub- 
Mariner, which appeared in Alter Ego. Unfortunately, Everett died years before the 
interview was published — or the current controversy surfaced — but even so, his 
words on the subject are pretty unambiguous: “We were asked to develop new 
characters, and Carl [Burgos — creator of ‘the Human Torch] and | were quite close 


| friends. Between us somewhere — I don’t know whether it was his idea or mine or 
a combination — we came up with the two elements and what we could do with 


them. I think, if I'm not greatly mistaken, that the Human Torch idea came first — 
the idea of a character turning himself into flame. And then, for an adversary, we 


decided, well, what better natural adversary than water? So what can we do with r- 
water? So that part of it was my idea. But it was so dovetailed that it’s hard to 


| remember this many years later just exactly how it commenced.” The point of 


this testimony, that the Sub-Mariner came second, is that only Sub-Mariner appeared - 
in MPFW — but BOTH characters appeared in Marvel no. |. By itself, this is slim ; 


evidence, but coupled with Lahmann’s remembrance, it does make a good case for 


Reece’s contention that Marve! did come out before MPFW. 


Okay, so what if it did? This controversy has been kicking around fandom (and 
TBG) for several years now — it’s not exactly a hot news item. Warren’s point is 


| that Bob Overstreet is deliberately covering up or refusing to acknowledge the evid- 


ence. Let me quote Warren on this: It seems only fair and impartially journalistic 
that Bob Overstreet should make this information available to the public, as it has 
been made available to him. Sharon Ing, of Marvel, wrote to him about it several years 
ago, offering documentation, which Bob did not choose to have her forward, under 
the assumption that it did not prove anything, and that he thought he knew who 

put her up to writing. I remember reading an interview with Bob (in Collector's 
Dream), in which he expressed something of a dim view concerning people who 
withhold information.[ Ed. note: what Bob said, in CD no 4, was, “I think it’s 
detrimental for anyone who has information on, say, Frazetta or Williamson or other 
highly collected and desired artist, to refuse to let anyone else know about it, not to 
share this information with other Frazetta or Williamson collectors . . . It’s a very sel- 
fish attitude. Such information should be made public knowledge, so that all the po- 
tential Frazetta collectors or whoever will know that such a book exists.”’] 1 don’t 
know. Maybe there’s something wrong with me, but I seem to see a case of informa- 
tion censorship here, among other things. As far as other sources of correction go, I 
wrote Bob a very nice letter about all this a while back, and got no response for my 
trouble, either by letter, or in person when I saw him at a big convention here in New 
York. I spoke to Bruce Hamilton (who holds Bob in high regard) about all this, and 
he expressed an interest. I forwarded copies of the letters from Ed to Bruce, who in 


| turn was supposed to forward them to Bob. There has still been not one single men-- 


tion of any of this in the book Bob published this year, which, incidently, features 


Timely in focus. 


Alright, there you have it. Frankly, Warren’s case looks good — and i can see no rea- 
son why Bob Overstreet could possibly have a vested interest in supressing informa- 


| tion on the subject. I am printing this lengthy excerpt from Reece’s letter because 
- it seems that Overstreet, with his huge circulation, has his own\ready-made podium | 


bs and Warren needs a forum. Now iam VERY WILLING to hear from Bob Overstreet 


on this matter. Not as an interested party (i’ve never even seen a copy of either of 


these comics, nor am i ever likely to) but because scholarly research about the early | 
™ days of comics is my favorite hobby and Bill Everett is one of my heroes.
